of her husband at De Ruyter, beb. 27, 1883. 
The trial had lasted for two weeks, and aroused 
more interest than any other murder trial in 
New York State for years. The age of the 
prisoner—62 years—her former reputation, the 
circumstances of the murder, and its motive, 
all caused a great deal of excitement. Mrs. 
Haight is the first woman tried for murder in 
the first degree in this State for many years. 
Mrs. Haight did not waver nor exhibit any signs 
of emotion when the ‘verdict was announced. 
The women in court sobbed and cried, and two 
of them went into hysterics and had to be 
carried out. District-Attorney Wilson then, 
with tears rolling down his cheeks, moved the 
immediate sentence of the prisoner. There 
was no objection on the part of the prisoner, 
but Justice Murray said he would not pro- 
nounce it till 10:30 a. m. Monday. It is alleged 
that Mrs. Haight caused the death of her two 
other husbands and her father, all of whom had 
made wills in her favor. The dying statement 
of Mr. Haight was the only evidence introduced 
by the prosecution. a 

[Soon after 3 o'clock the morning of Feb. 27, 1883, 
a bullet was fired into the brain of George W. 
Haight. He Mved a few days in a dazed con- 
dition. y after the shooting suspicion 
fastened on his wife, mainly on account of 
her extreme anxiety to have the insurance com- 
panies in which Haight held policies notified of his 
near approach to death.

We are now nearing the ist of March and 
we ought to get a tolerably clear notion of 
what the spring trade is tobe. Indeed, in 
some lines of traffic the spring trade” is 
already over.

| roads so as to cut out all the regulation. 
The effects of the discriminations practiced 
by the railroads between places and indi- 
viduals are perfectly well understood by the 
business-men of the community. Chicago is 
now being given a taste of this kind of dis- 
crimination by the action of the Gould roads 
in taking grain around this city at lower 
rates than those at which it can be shipped 
from here. The evil of making sudden and 
arbitrary alterations in railroad tariffs is only 
less serious than that of discrimination. It 
lies at the very foundation of the injuries 
done by the pools and by the railroad wars in 
which they indulge. The sections prohibit- 
ing these improper practices have been 
stricken out of the Reagan bill, and in place 
of them a provision for a commission with 
powers to do nothing is to be given to the 
suffering public. 

This will not do. For session after session 
the efforts of the real representatives of the 
people to put through Congress some effective 
legislation for the control of the railroad 
power have failed. This power is exerting 
an irresistible influence all over the country 
to determine who shall succeed in business 
and who shall fail, who shall be rich and 


who shall be poor, and it is not less success- 


ful in determining what legislation shall be 
passed by the people’s Congress. The re- 
sponsibility for this state of things is not to 
be visited upon that broad and vague entity, 
Congress.“ Under our system of 
tion the work of Congress is to a large | 
the work of its committees. Huntington un- 
derstood this when he expressed. such solici- 
tude in his correspondence about the make- 
up of the Pacific Railroads Committee. The 
committees are getting more and more power 
as years intensify the tendencies of our sys- 
tem and increase the business which comes 
before Congress—tho not that which leaves 
Its hands accomplished—and itis the com- 
miftees that will have to bear the brunt of 
censure for most of the derelictions of the 
present Congress. — 

This Congress it is evident is destined to 
be only a strategic body. Its energies are to 
be mainly consumed in the work of maneu- 
vering for position in the coming contest for 
the Presidency, and the numerous syndicates 
and corporations which are interested above 
all things that Congress should leave things 
as they are and should not “agitate” mean 
to take full advantage of this temporizing 
disposition.

Their 
main hope for crippling the work Congress 
might do and saving themselves from dis-

‘TORTURING A CAMPAIGN EPIGRAM, | 
It was the good fortune of Lieut.-Gov. 
Manning, of Iowa, in a speech last simmer 
to hit upon a campaign epigram that has been 
resounding over the State in sonerous phrase 
ever since. It gave the Prohibitionists a 


declaration in favor of schoolhouses on every 
hilltop and no saloons in the valley was to 
the Iowa prohibition canvass what Grunt's 
epigram was to the campaign that ended at 
Appomattox. Indeed, Gov. Manning has 
been canonized before the victory has been 
won, and in the rotunda of the Capitol ‘at 
Des Moines his portrait is now displayed over 
the epigram: “ A schoolhouse on every hill- 
top and not a saloon in the valley.” 
Epigrams, like proverbs, are sometimes 
open to the impeachment that they tell only a 
half-truth, and they are often tortured with 
literal interpretation to the destruction of the 
figurative meaning. They are a subject not 
only of joy to the faithful but of glee to the 


rather than the Spirit that giveth life. The 
schoolhouse-and-hilltop epigram of the Iowa 
Prohibitionists has not wholly escaped this 
fate. The Legislature being now in session 
nearly every form of proposed legislation is 
urged as a measure to plant virtues on the 
+ hilltop and extirpate evil from the valley. 
Even the measure of the member from the 
County of Johnson to prohibit the running of 
bucket-shops has not escaped this description, 
and it has been predicted that hereafter the 
portrait of this member will be displayed in 
the Capitol, with the motto: A happy home 
on every hilltop and not a bucket-shop in 
the valley.” 

Popular as the hilltop-and-valley 
has been in Iowa, it could hardly be native 
to the soil of a prairie State, and it has taken 
some effort to give it a local habitation in pol- 
ities and popular speech. At Des Moines the 
effort has been specially difficult for other 
than geographical] reasons. While that place 
is a prohibition stronghold it happens that it 
has indulged in no moderate boasting that 
“the biggest distillery in the world” is in 
daily eperation in the valley below the city. 
Even the strongest Prohibitionists boast of 
this great enterprise, and argue that the pro- 
hibitory laws they favor will not interfere 
with the operation of this, the biggest dis- 
tillery in the world,” but that its smoke will 
continue to ascend as an emblem of a great 
industry and a prosperous town while the 
city will vote prohibition as an expression of 
moral sentiment. So it has been aptly held 
that the inconsistency of this class of Prohi- 
bitionists is only to be expressed in the epi- 
gram: A schoolhouse on every hilltop and 
the big distillery booming in the valley.” 

The geographical question is really one of 
great difficulty in settling the prohibition 
question in Iowa. It is not torturing the 
figure too much to say that the statute that is 
good on the hilltop will be only a dead letter 
in the valley. Prohibition may be enforced 
in the rural sections of the State, but will 
certainly prove a failure in the large towns; 
and the places that boast of their great dis- 
tilleries may vote prohibition, but they will 
never enforce it, No man has yet explained 
how the same prohibitory law can work well 
on the hilltop and in the valley. It is a

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 

An opposition has been organized against 
the passage of the bill proposed in Congress 
for the suppression of pleuro-pneumonia. 
The headquarters of this opposition is at the 
Chicago Stock-Yards, and Sam Allerton is 
its instigator and leader. It is founded on 
purely selfish considerations, which ignore 
the vast cattle-raising interests of the coun- 


wn. 
The bill proposed in Congress is made up 
from suggestions contributed by farmers and 


cattle-raisers, who are said to represent 650, 


000,000 of values. It contemplates the es- 
tablisment of a Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try” under the supervision of the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, and its principal feat- 
ures are as follows: A thorough investiga- 
tion into the causes of contagious diseases 
among cattle by veterinary experts; the 
adoption of the best methods for treating, 
transporting, and caring for animals, and for 


‘suppressing and exterminating pleuro-pneu- 


monia and other contagious diseases; notifica- 
tion to the States of such rules and regulations 
as may be adopted; authority to declare 
quarantine restrictions in such States as may 
be found to be infected with communicable 
cattle diseases and refuse to abide by the Na- 
tional regulations; prpbibition of the ex- 
portation of diseased cattle; the prevention 
of the transportation thereof on the railroads 
running from one State to another; reason- 
able penalties for the violation of the law, 
and the requirement that the District-Attor- 
ney shall prosecute the same. This is what 
the bill proposes, and it is the universal 
sentiment among the cattle-growers that pro- 
tection against the spread of the disease can 
be secured only by National regulation. 

Pleuro-pneumonla thus far has been con- 
fined to the cattle of the Eastern States; but 
Eastern cattle are constantly being sent West 
for breeding purposes and calves are sent to 
fatten on the rich Western grasses.’ If the 
absence of proper and effective supervision 
shall result in a communication of the disease 
to the Western herds the industry of cattle 
raising in this country, which promises to be 
one of the richest and most profitable of all 
American pursuits, will soon be ruined. Al- 
ready American cattle from the United States 
are sold in Liverpool at $15 less per head 
than the cattle from Canada, and all because 
of the prevalence of pleuro-pneumonia in 
certain districts; and the restrictions in for- 
eign markets will increase until the disease 
shall be absolutely exterminated, or at least 
until the foreign authorities shall be satisfied 
that the exportation of diseased cattle from 
the United States is effectually prohibited by 
strict Government surveillance.: 


bill as is proposed will be an admission of 
the disease and will hurt the trade. In the 
same way the newspapers are warned in 
times of small-pox or scarlet-fever epidemics 
to suppress the facts in order that the people 
may not be alarmed. In both cases it seems 
to be assumed that it is better to permit con- 
tagion to spread havoc than to take proper 
preventive measures. Why shouldn't it be 
admitted that the disease prevails when such 
is the case? That is the first step toward 
controlling and suppressing it. What is to be 


gained by denying it? Nothing is so delusive 


as ignorance; a false sense of security is 
the most dangerous of all conditions. The

An English Radical on America. 

Prof. James Bryce, one of the English 
Radical members of Parliament who Visited 
_ America last summer, and was a member of 
P the Villard Northern Pacific party, has been 
telling a London interviewer of some of the 
many things which impressed him while in this 
country. Prof. Bryce is a keen observer of 
men and things. He did not canfine his obser- 
vations in the United States, like his country~- 
man of Anglo-Indlan experience, Sir Lepel 
Griffin, with the altabetic decorations, to the 
theatres, the clubs, and the saloons, but went 
into the country and saw the farmers in their 
homes, went into the manufacturing towns 
and inspected thé dwellings of the workingmen. 
The result of his researches has been that he 
found much to commend and not a great deal 
to condemn. He has the utmost confidence in 
the great democratic experiment on this contt- 
nent, and has returned to England a greater 
believer than ever in the destinies of the United 
States. Having once before visited us, he has 
come to the conclusion that American politics 
are becoming purer, and he feels that it will 
be but a question of time when existing abuses 
will be gotten rid of. The hearts of the people 
are sound. The Civil-Service Reform act was 
but a concession, to a popular demand which 
will grow stronger each year. Like Lord-Justice 
Coleridge, the fact that our “farmers own 
their flelds.“ our “artisans own their houses,“ 
ig the most happy and hopeful sign in our sol 
economy. He assures his own countrymen 
that Mr. George's communistie¢ theories find no 
favor here, and that it is a standing puzzle with 
Americans how Mr. George can command so 
much attention in England. It is not quite so 
much of a puzzle, however, as Prof. Bryce im- 
agines. He, too, must’ have a very shrewd no- 
tion that did English farmers own their fields 
and English artisans own their houses Mr. 
George would be a prophet without honor in 
the * mother country.” 

Mr. Bryce strongly dissents from the average 
English notion of American newspapers. While 
he does not think that they wield the same de- 
gree of influence as the English journals, be 
thinks it is almost wholly owing to our magnifi- 
cent distances, and not to any lack of ability 
on the part of their conductors, ‘“* There is no 
doubt,” be says, a strong vein of filppancy in 
many of them, but there ig algo a great deal of 
talent.“ It may have occurred to Prof. Bryce 
that the “flippancy” which he so moderately - 
deprecates is preferable to the lugubrious 
stupidity of most of the London dailies. 

Besides our system of landholding Prof. 
Bryce thinks that there are many other things 
which England can copy from us. Our system 
of proportional representation is one of these, 
though he deprecates the American m of 
demanding residence in a district. high- 
license system of America, if introduced into 
England, would in his opinion go far towards 
the solution of the liquor problem in that coun- 


The dangers which beset the Republic, this 
observant Englishman thinks, are greatly ex- 
aggerated. They are: (1) The growth of ab- 
normally large fortunes and the excessive 
luxury resulting therefrom,” and (2) “the ex- 
cessive power of great corporations.”’ The first 
ot these evils, however, is confined to the 
large cities. Time will remedy that. The peo- 
ple will remedy the second. They perceive the 
danger. You must go to America,” said Mr. 
Bryce, “to understand the strength of the 
anti-monopolist feeling.” It is but a question 
of a few years, as he says, when the power of 
the corporations will be Umited by National 
and State regulation then, too, the opportunt- 
ties for amassing abnormal wealth will have 
passed away in a great moasure.
